The Central Pacific Will Lend 
Helping Hand. 


Persuant to a call published in last 
evening’s Gazerre a good number of 
leading citizens met at the Courthouse 
to further consider the water stor«ge 
question and for the formation of a 
State Board of Trade, for the purpose 
of promoting irrigation and our general 
welfare. Judge Bigelow acted as 
Chairman and Allen C. Bragg as Sec- 


The Chair called upon Mr. New- 
lands, who presented to the meeting 
the following correspondence relating 
to storage at Donner and Tahoe, and 
reported progress as to the purchase of 
reservoir sites. A report was also 
presented as to the progress of the dam 
at Donner Lake, on which Mr. May- 
berry with a full force of men has been 
at work for some weeks. 

Mr. Newlands reported that having 
observed the intelligent action of the 
California Board of Trade, in relation 
to the -development of that State, he 
telegraphed to W. H. Mills, General 
Land Agent of the Central Pacific, re- 
questing him to send him the plan of 
the organization of the Board, to which 
Mr. Mills replied both to telegrams 
and letters. 

Mr, Newlands read the correspon- 
dence that had passed between Mr. 
Mills and himself, and, as it is 
interesting and throws much light on 
the subject, it is here given in full: 

My Dear Mer. Mis: I send you 
herewith my check for $1,103 in pay- 
ment for the land at Donner Lake, 
described in Mr.Fulton’s letter, which 
accompanies this. As all kinds of 
publications bave been made with ref- 
erence to supposed great speculations 
on my part in these matters, I send 
you herewith a copy of the Keno Ga- 
zeTTE, which contains a full history of 
my connection with them and my pur- 
pose. I hope you will read all the pro- 
ceedings carefully, for much, I imag- 
ine, will depend upon your views as to 
the development of a market for rail- 
road lands in Nevada. The proposed 
taxation of these lands makes it desir- 
able to sell them, and besides, I am 
inclined to think that every settler in 
Nevada is worth as much to the rail- 
road as three settlers, or at least two, 
in California. The country around 
Reno is prosperous and is populated by 
an energetic, public-spirited people. 
They wish to push ahead, and if the 
question of storage in the mountains is 
settled favorably, which of course can 
be done with comparatively little ex- 
pense, for the dams are not as costly 
as in other headwaters of this State, 
the people will push the ditches rap- 
idly, though from this time on they 
will be very expensive, as pointed out 
in my remarks. ‘The strength of a 
chain is measured by its weakest link, 
and the capacity of the Truckee coun- 
try for development is determined by 
its period of scarcity in the water sup- 
ply. If that is increased by storage, 

see no reason why there should not 
be a population of 50,00 within reach 
of the Trackee river, and yet as it stands 
now the population of the entire State 
“but little exceeds that number. I sce 
no reason why Nevada, with its vast 
possibilities in the way of irrigation, 
should not equal Utah with its 225,000 
people, Some idea of the enterprise 
of this people can be formed when I 
tell you that a ditch, called the Steam- 
boat ditch, has been recently com- 

at a cost of $130,000, and that a 
ditch is now ip contemplation which 
will cost $100,000. 

All this is apropos of the proposed 
utilization of the stored waters of Lake 
Tahoe for the use of the mills, the ice 

ds, the lumber interests and the 
irrigation interests of the eastern slope 
of the Sierra Nevadas in California 
and: Nevada. The railroad company 
holds the key to the situation in the 
dam at the outlet of Lake Tahoe. All 
these interests can be developed by a 
wise utilization of storage waters. I 
trust that we shall have the benefit of 
your cogent reasoning and persuasive 
wer in a wise solution of the prob- 
low. Mr. Fitch has prepared an ex- 
cellent plan, whieh will prevent mo- 
nopoly and speculation aud secure 
healthy development. I hope it will 
receive immediate and favorable atten- 
tion, so that the waters can be saved 
this year. If nothing else can be done 
at present, I hope that the dam at 
Lake Tahoe will be put in charge of 
Mr. Fulton, your Land Agent. No 
one could manage it more wisely and 
with more jnst regard for the ngnts of
